Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's attorney pointed out that the claimed invention does not 
include starch in the coprecipitant core. However, it is noted that the claims transitional phrase "comprising of does 
not exclude starch from the core. Furthermore, the Markush group for the core includes polysaccharide and 
carbohydrate, which is starch. It was suggested to amend the claims to use the transitional phrase "consisting of in 
the process claims as well as the product by process claims. The patentability will be reviewed. Any amendment to 
cancel or narrow the Markush group that results in further search and consideration might not be entered after final. 
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
